bond issue calling for $750,000 for 
the improvement of roads. This pro- 
position naturally call the questions 
as to who will have tthe allotment of 
this money and the sections more 
likely to receive the improvements. 
Without a doubt the proper answer 
tp the first question would be the 
board of county commissioners, but 
the answer to the second question can 
best be secured by an analysis of past 
experiences coupled with present con- 
ditnons. We are aware of the fact 
that the present board of commission- 
ers are all upperend men, also the 
Representative in the General Assem- 
bly who would no doubt have lots of 
advice t,o give to the deciding body.

off on account of tlieinability of this 
State representative to be present at 
these places. 
Now whether this is a 
scheme of the powers that be to have 
a stronger sentiment in the upper end 
in favor of this issue than will be 
shown in the lower end, or whether it 
is intended to probably weaken the 
candidacv of Dr. Elg*n, of East Ber­ 
lin, in his asperations for tjie Repub­ 
lican nomination for the General As­ 
sembly, we do not know, but there is 
evidently some purpose. 
A study of 
t>he above will call up another ques­ 
tion. 
What shall we of the lower end 
do in regard to this issue? Personal­

Many Alaska Canneries Plan to Re 


duce Their Pack This Year . 


and Others May Not 


Open at All. 


Seattle 
Wash. — Big 
full-rigged 


^windjammers," 
some 
famous 
as 


American clipper ships long ago, al- 
ready are spreading their sails anc 
heading for Alaska, the vanguard of 
summer salmon fleets which go north 
every year to work with the scores of 
flsh canneries that dot northern har- 
bors and Inlets. 


Dozens of other craft, steamers, gas 


boats, barges and tugs, are going north 
with the sailing ships. Before winter 
they will all come plowing back with 
this year's fish catch canned and 
packed and stored In their holds. 


No record salmon catch is expected 


this year, according to reports from 
Alaska. 
Most of the 
southeastern 


Alaska canneries 
expect to reduce 


their pack this year from one-third 
to one-half normal and Several will 
not operate at all. One cause for the 
cut Is the fact that all of last year's 
pack has not been sold. Low markets 
are given as another reason. 


Short Catch Last Year. 


Alaska's salmon output last year was 


4.592,201 cases, the 
smallest since 


1015. The high-water mark of Alaska's 
salmon years came In 1918, when, in 
response to a war call for food, the 
canneries sent 6,607.569 cases out. 


Most of the salmon are packed In 


southeastern Alaska, a strip of terri- 
tory that juts south between northern 
British 
Columbia 
and 
the 
Pacific 


ocean. Last year southeastern Alaska 
fisheries turned out 3,108,304 cases, 
against 775,557 from central Alaska 
nnd 708,280 from far western Alaska 
points. The central Alaska plants ex- 
tend from Cape St. Ellas westward to 
the Alaska peninsula. The far west- 
Cm plants are on the shores of Bristol 
bay nnd the Bering sea. 


About 125 salmon canneries were 


operated In Alaska last year by nearly 
ninety companies. 
Several big con- 


cerns operated more tbun one plant, 
the Alaska Packers' association lead- 
Ing with ten. Libby, McNeil! & Llbby 
were second with nine. 
The North- 


western Fisheries company operated 
seven, and the Pacific American Fish- 
eries company four. 


Many from Puget Sound. 


Nearly all the boats of the fishing 


fleets sail north from Puget Sound, 
altho one of the largest fleets, that of 
the Alaska Packers' association, makes 
Its headquarters In San Francisco bay. 
The Llbby. McNeil 1 & Llbby and the 


Northwestern company boats winter 
here, the Llbby boats riding In the 
fresh water of Lake Union. The Pa- 
cific American company operates from 
Belllngbum. 
Portland, South 
Bend, 


Everett, Olympla, Astoria, Anacortes 
nnd other ports send their share of 
fishing vessels north. 


Five or six thousand men are going 


north to spend the summer working 
at the fisheries. In the fall they will 
come back with the boats and the 
catch. 
For several weeks passenger 


steamers running to Alaska have been 
carrying capacity lists of cannery em- 
ployes. 
The Northwestern and the 


Anacortes Fisheries 
company, both 


subsidiaries of the Booth Fisheries 
company, will use 1,500 men in the 
north this year.

Throw Leaders In Jail. 


"But," said this official, "far from 


closing its eyes to strikes, the gov- 
ernment seems to have a very sum- 
mary way with them. In fact, it has 
a way which would not be attempted 
in Anglo-Saxon countries. 


"The military promptly clap the 


leaders of the strike into jail, and it 
naturally dies down after that. 


"The only trouble I saw In Madrid 


was a lockout by the 
employers 


against the employees in the build- 
Ing trades. 


"It lasted in Spain for weeks and 


weeks before it was finally settled. 


"I asked the Spaniards what would 


happen If there were a big national 
strike of railway men. 


"The response was that most of 


the railroaders were of military age; 
that they would be promptly called 
back to the colors; that they would 
be enrolled In regiments of railway 
engineers and put back to work on the 
railways—not as employees of the 
roads, but as soldiers of the nation. 
Whether such a drastic program would 
be carried out I do not know, but it 
was discussed quite freely. 


"Business men told me there was 


not as much unrest In Spain as there 
was in England, France and America. 


"Spain is suffering from the same 


malady all civilized countries are suf- 
fering from—high cost of living and 
a consequent insistent demand made 
by the working class for much higher 
wages. 
The same vicious circle Is 


being gone through with in Spain." 


Sees Business Growth. 


He said he found business men In 


Madrid, Spanish, English and French, 
preparing to Invest their money In 
very large Spanish projects, which 
was the best sign that no serious 
trouble was looked for. 


"In Spain," said he, "business men 


have a cynical saying that the revo- 
lution Is always going to happen to- 
morrow, but that tomorrow never 
comes. 


"Of course, there Is dissatisfaction 


in the industrial cities, but 80 pei 
cent of the people of Spain do not 
live in the cities, but are peasant 
farmers, loyal to church and king, and 
for the most part indifferent to poli- 
tics."

Italian City Is the Scene of Extra- 


ordinary Incident. 


Bohemian Lad Playing on Hotel Bal- 


cony at Lucca Halts Mad- 


dened Throngs. 


London.—Lucca was the scene of an 


extraordinary incident recently which 
recalls the classic fable of Orpheus 
with his lute, who charmed wild beasts 
with his music. 


So says a Milan dispatch to the Dal- 


ly Telegraph, and goes on: "The play- 
Ing of a boy violinist suddenly halted 
a mob In the streets of Lucca and the 
rioters abandoned their violent pur- 
pose. The violinist is Vosa Prlkoda, a 
Bohemian lad of eighteen, who wan- 
dered to Venice fourteen months ago 
and was at Lucca during the Socialist 
agitation. A great crowd assembled, 
Enrico Malatesta, an anarchist lead* 


er, made a harangue which excited his 
hearers to fury and, ready for any ex- 
cesses, they started through the main 
street to the public square. 


"On the balcony of his hotel neai 


the entrance to the square, the Bohe- 
mian boy was playing his violin to a 
few admiring people below. The flrsl 
of the mob reached this group, lis- 
tened to the violinist and remained 
fascinated by his playing. 
All the 


others stopped to listen and as th< 
boy continued playing their fury sub- 
sided. 
Instead of smashing 
heads 


they applauded him, and half an houi 
later were all walking quietly to theii 
homes."

production this year was forecast at 
184,647,000 bushels by the department 
of agriculture, which based its esti- 
mates on conditions ptevaillng May 
1. 


The crop showed a slight improve- 


ment from April 1, the forecast of pro- 
duction being l,0.'iO,000 bushels larger 
than estimated a month ago. Com- 
pared with last year's crop the pros- 
pective wheat crop has been reduced 
33.8 per cent. 


Abandonment of acreage during the 


winter was a little greater than in 
average years, amounting to 11.9 per 
cent, or 4.00.1,000 acres. 


On the basis of May 1 reports, 34,- 


163,000 acres will be harvested this 
year, in comparison with nearly 49,- 
000,000 acres last year. 


Shortage of labor and a backward 


spring are believed to have resulted 
in less abandonment 
than 
normally 


would have taken place, farmers for 
those reasons allowing fields to stand 
tha' otherwise would have been plow- 
ed under or planted to other crops.

The coming primary elecyon pre- 
sents a problem of many phases to 
the voters of Adams county, particu- 
larly to those living in the lower end 
of 
the 
county. 
Prominentjy befor»? 
the people's vision is tlie proposed 
bond issue calling for $750.000 for 
the improvement of roads. 
This pro- 
position naturally call the questions 
as to who will have tjie allotment of 
this money and tlie sections 
more 
likely to receive the 
improvements. 
Without a doubt the proper answer 
tp the first question would 
be 
the 
board of county commissioners, but 
the answer to the second question can 
best be secured by an analysis of past 
experiences coupled with present con- 
ditnons. 
We are aware of the fact 
that tho present board of commission- 
ers are all upperend men, also the 
Representative in the General Assem- 
bly who would no doubt have lots of 
advice tp givo to the deciding body. 
During the past few weeks we were 
odvised by the County Press that a 
State representative would be present 
af^ various meetings in the county to 
explain the road situation that would 
be presented bv the passage of this 
bond 
issuo. 
We 
are later 
advised 
that tjiis State 
representative 
was 
present at meetings in Gettysburg and 
a number of upper end owns, and 
only present at one meeting in the 
lower end, t^hat at Littlestown, meet- 
ings that were scheduled for East Ber- 
lin and New Oxford had to be called 
off on account of thoinability of this 
State representative to be present at 
these places. 
Now whe'ther this is a 
scheme of the powers that be to have 
a stronger senfiiment in the upper end 
in favor of this issue than will be 
shown in the lower end. or whether it 
is intonded to probably weaken the 
candidacv of Dr. Elg*n, of East Ber- 
lin, in his asperations for tjie Repub- 
lican nomination for the General As- 
sembly. we do not know, but there is 
evidently some purpose. 
A study of 
t^e above will call up another ques- 
tion. 
What shall we of the lower end 
do in regard to this issue? 
Personal- 
ly I would say. every voter go to the 
polls on May 18 and vote in favor of 
the bond issizo, for the reason that it

question) fp go to the polls and vote 
for this bond issuo 
as well as such 
candidates that we think will give wa 


the best representative service.

RECORD CATCH NOT EXPECTED 


Many Alaska Canneries Plan to 
Re. 
duce Their Pack This 
Year 
and Others May Not 
Open at All. 


Sealtle 
Wash. — Big 
full-rlggod 
•'wiudjammers," 
eomo 
famous 
as 
American clipper shij^s long ago, al- 
ready are spreading their sails 
and 
heading for Alaska, the vanguard of 
Bumraer salmon fleets which go north 
every year to work with the scores of 
flsh canneries that dot northern har- 
bors and inlets. 


Dozens of other craft, steamers, gas 
boats, barges and tugs, are going north 
with the sailing ships. 
Before winter 
they will all come plowing back with 
this 
year's 
Oah 
catch 
canned 
and 
packed and stored in their holds. 


No record salmon catch Is expected 
this year, according to reports from 
Alaska. 
Most 
of 
the 
southeastern 
Alaska 
canneries 
expect 
to 
reduce 
their pack this year from one-third 
to one-half normal and Several will 
not operate at all. 
One cause for the 
cut is the fact that all of last year's 
pack has not been sold. 
Low markets 
are given as another reason. 


Short Catch Last Year. 


Alaska's salmon output last year was 
<.n92,201 
cases, 
the 
smallest 
since 
1015. The high-water mark of Alaska's 
salmon years came In 1918, when, in 
response to a war call for food, the 
canneries sent 6.007,569 cases out. 


Most of the salmon are packed In 
southeastern Alaska, a strip of terri- 
tory that Juts south between northern 
British 
Columbia 
and 
the 
Pacific 
ocean. 
Last year southeastern Alaska 
fisheries 
turned 
out 3.108.804 cases, 
against 775,557 from central 
Alaska 
and 708,280 from far western Alaska 
points. 
The central Alaska plants ex- 
tend from Cape St. Ellas westward to 
the Alaska peninsula. 
The far west- 
ern plants are on the shores of Bristol 
bay and the Bering sea. 


About 125 salmon canneries 
were 
operated In Alaska last year by nearly 
ninety companies. 
Several big con- 
cerns operated more than one plant, 
the Alaska Packers' association lead- 
ing with ten. 
LIbby, McNeill & Llbby 
were second with nine. 
The North- 
western Fisheries company 
operated 
seven, and the Pacific American Fish- 
eries company four. 


Many from Puget Sound. 


Nearly all the boats of the 
fishing 
fleets 
sail north from Puget 
Sound, 
altho one of the largest fleets, that of 
the Alaska Packers' association, makes 
its headquarters in San Francisco bay. 
The Llbby, McNeill & Libby and the 


Northwestern 
company boats 
winter 
hero, the Llbby boats riding In the 
fresh water of Lake Union. 
The Pa- 
cific American company operates from 
Belllngham. 
Portland, 
South 
Bend, 
Everett, Olympla, Astoria, 
Anacortes 
and other ports send their share of 
fishing 
vessels north. 


Five or six thousand men are going 
north to spend the summer working 
at the 
fisheries. 
In the fall they will 
come back with the boats and 
the 
catch. 
For several weeks passenger 
steamers running to Alaska have been 
carrying capacity lists of cannery em- 
ployes.

In Anglo-Saxon countries.

leaders of the strike into jail, and it 
naturally dies down after that, 


"The only trouble I saw In Madrid 
was 
a 
lockout 
by 
the 
employers 
against the employees in the build« 
Ing trades. 


"It lasted in Spain for weeks and 
weeks before It was finally settled. 


"I asked the Spaniards what would 
happen If there were a big national 
strike of railway men. 


"The response was that most of 
the railroaders were of military age; 
that they would be promptly called 
back to the colors; that they would 
be enrolled In regiments of railway 
engineers and put back to work on the 
railways—not 
as employees of 
the 
roads, but as soldiers of the nation. 
Whether such a drastic program would 
be carried out I do not know, but it 
was discussed quite freely. 


"Business men told me there was 
not as nmch unrest in Spain as there 
was In England, France and America. 


"Spain is sulfering from the same 
malady all civilized countries are suf- 
fering from—high cost of living and 
a consequent insistent demand made 
by the working class for much higher 
wages. 
The same vicious circle is 
being gone through with in Spain." 


Sees Business Growth. 


He said he found business men in 
Madrid, Spanish, English and French, 
preparing to Invest their money in 
very large Spanish 
projects, 
which 
was the best sign that no serious 
trouble was looked for, 


"In Spain," said he, "business men 
have a cynical saying that the revo- 
lution is always going to happen to- 
morrow, 
but 
that 
tomorrow 
never 
comes. 


"Of course, there is dissatisfaction 
in the industrial cities, but 80 pei 
cent of the people of Spain do not 
live In the cities, but are 
peasant 
farmers, loyal to church and king, and 
for the most part indifCei'ent to poll- 
tics."

The violinist is Vosa Prlkoda, a 
Bohemian lad of eighteen, who wan- 
dered to Venice fourteen months ago 
and was at Lucca durlrg tlie Socialist 
agitation. 
A great crowd assembled, 
Enrico Mulatesta, an anarchist lead- 


er, made a harangue which excited his 
hearers to fury and, ready for any ex 
cesses, they started tlirough the main 
street to the public square. 


'•On the balcony of his hotel neai 
the entrance to the square, tho KoJie- 
mian boy was playing his violin to a 
few admiring people below.

Commissioneirs' Statement. 
The Commissioucra of Adams County 
wish by this open letter to make their po- 
sition on the proposed bond issueVuthori- 
zatiou clear to the people of the county. 
\\ hen we went before the voters for their 
support last November we did so on a 
Rood roads platform. 
We were then and 
still are in favor of Rood roada 
We be- 
lieved then and wo know now that many 
of our Rood citizens are to be favored with 
very good roads thru their fanns and to 
their towns without a cent of expense to 
themselves or to their county. Webelieve 
that the people of those sections of the 
county which are not close to those very 
good roads which don't cost the county a 
cent are entitled to good roads. 


It would, indeed, be an unusual exper- 
ience to meet a man who is not in favor 
of good roads; and to meet a man who is 
in favor of good roads but unwilling to 
help pay for them is probably not so un- 
usual. We knew when we pledged for good 
roads that good roads cost money, and if 
the people of Adams county want the aid 
which the State oilers, the people must 
show a willingness to authorize the rais 
ing of the money. 


If the bond issue is iiuthorized on May 
18th we don't promise to issue any bonds 
for the construction of roads (except to 
match the $151,(KX) now available from the 
State) until another appropriation by the 
State IS made available. 
We do n-it pro- 
pose to expend money for the construction 
of roads of the type required to Bold up 
under traffic such as goes over the Lincoln 
Highway for we well know that no roads 
in the proposed plan as presented to us by 
the Good Roads Association, will be put 
to the test that our primary roads are put 
to. There need be no fear or alarm man- 
ifested by our good people that we pro- 
posed to build S50,0(10 a mile roads, nor 
that we ^vill expend the $tV2(),0iK), desig- 
nated in the proposition, for the building 
of a meager twenty five or thirty miles of 
roads. 


If bonds can't be so Id at a reasonable 
rate of interest and labor and building ma- 
terials can't be acquired at fair prices we 
shall postpone action until more favorable 
conditions present themselves. We recog- 
nize the trust the people placed in us when 
they elected us and we propose to have 
that trust confirmed. 


We have obligations in the form of res- 
olutions rieularly and faithfully adopted 
by our predecessors involving $61,000 for 
construction of roads and in the form of 
contracts for bridges involving $28,300; 
these obligations must be met some way. 
In addition to this aggregate of S8G,000,- 
300. our bridges are breaking down at reg- 
ular intervals. 
If the people authorize a 
bond issue these immediate obligations can 
be financed with the expressed co-opera- 
tion of the people and paid for by taxes 
extended over a number of years. 
If the 
bond issue is not authorized the obliga- 
tions aggregating $vS9.300 and other urgent 
bridge building will be financed in a way 
to be worked out; but financed neverthe- 
less. 


With conditions as herein stated faring 
us we shall, if the bond issue is auihoriz- 
ed, honestly and consistently perform our 
duty as we comprehend it; if the bond is- 
sue should be disapproved we shall jusr as 
honestly and consistently peiform our du- 
ty as we comprehend it 
In either event 
we a^k for fair and unsielfish co operation 
frrm all fair and unselfish citizens of the 
county.

Its old enemies on its trail in this 
country. 
The United States depart- 
ment of apTiculture has sent a man to 
Japan to find those enemies and send 
them across the ocean. 
They will 
then be established in the section«; of 
New Jersey where the beetle has 
gained a foothold, and tliey are ex- 
pected to aid greatly in the control of 
tlie pest 


The agent employed in Japan Is 
familiar with Japanese conditions and 
is a specialist in this kind of worli. It 
is expected that the task will require 
his sojourn in Japan for two or three 
years. 
While something is known of 
the parasites of the Japanese beetle 
a great deal Is still to be learned only 
under 
úeld 
conditions 
where 
I he 
beetle lives with all the enemies that 
prey upon It. The beetle reached this 
country with importations of gret'ü- 
house plants, and thus far apparently 
has been comparatively free from mo- 
lestations by natural enemies.
